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Somewhat Brave ew World 


EBATE ON A TOPIC WHICH 
is bound to loom ever larger 


in -the highly-developed industrial 
countries of the world drew atten- _ 


tion the other day at a meeting.-in 
Washington of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 


On one side were the advocates 
of some form of guaranteed income. 
with which to offset the diminishing 
numbers of jobs which will be avail- 
able as business and industrial activ- 
ities become more cybernated. Op- 
posing them were those who con- 
tinue to believe that to pay persons 
not to work would ruin the moral 
fibre of the nation and the individ- 
ual. 


The high priest of the guaran- 
teed income, Mr. Robert Theobald, 
presented his thesis that the link be- 
tween income and work must be 
‘broken. He argued that in the age 
of cybernetics all the goods and ser- 
vices mankind will need will be fur- 
nished by a relatively small number 
of persons, thus severely shrinking 
job opportunities. 

Cybernation of production, it 
should be noted, is not simply auto-

Against Bilingual Moves

OTTAWA — The setting was conspiratorial. 
“It had taken me three days to get an 
interview with the leader of English backlash 
in Ottawa, and he laid 
down the conditions: meet 
him in a second-rate res- 
taurant on Bank Street, at 6 
p.m. and recognize him by 
his ‘Confederation plaid” 
jatket. We slid into a booth 
and ordered food. 

He calls himself Colin 
Brown, but admits that 
isn’t his real name. Until a 
few days ago he wore 
sunglasses, for disguise, Waring 
but was emboldened to shed them after he 
exposed. two Ottawa policemen who had 
“infiltrated” his organization, and nothing 
happened efter they left. 

Twenty-six and 
dark hair and firm jaw — Brown 
friends decided last month that freedom is at 
stake in the federal government’s efforts to 
promote bilingualism in and out of the civil 

‘service. So they formed the Canadian 
Unilingual Movement, got some recruits 
through an ad in the Ottawa Journal's agony 
column, and now call themselves. the Canadian 
Bulldog Party. Brown claims’ membership is 
$00, predicts 50,000 in six months. 
~* * * 

How come?. Well, because people are “sick 

to death of our wobbly-kneed government 
giving in to.the blackmail of 75 Quebec seats," 
he says. And civil servants bitterly resent 
bilingualism, but won't speak out for fear of 
being fired. 
So Bulldog will resist for them. Brown is 
arivirig Ul e D ship nene—e servants 
with a promise of anonymity, and hopes to 
encourage them to.reject French. 

“Then we'll run candidates in a general 


election,” he enthuses. ‘If we -win just one 
seat, the federal policy on biculturalism would 
change radically, maybe come to 4 complete 
standstifl.”” ; 

His ‘kéep-Canada-English plan doesn’t in- 
clude Quebec. He would let Quebec opt for 
French. “But we can't let such-an unstable 
group of people — and they are unstable — 
run our country by blackmail,”’ he says.

Brown is less than clear on how he's going 
to do all,this. ‘‘We’ll have to work out lawful 
techniques of opposition,” he says. “We'll

Act as Though 
There's No Threat 


It is a fine thing of course 
that the hydrogen bomb has 
not reduced us all to nervous 
wrecks, but it is not a fine 
thing that, finding the threat 
incredible, we act as though it 
did not exist and go on 
conducting international rela- 
tions in the traditional 
manner, which fs to say, in a 
manner that does little if 
anything to reduce the pos- 
sibility of a catastrophe.

Under the Electric Blanket

Since the last report on my dream life — 
some years ago now — I have developed a few 
refinements in the fantasies I create betwee 


touching my head down on 
the pillow and falling 
asleep at night. As my 
friends know, my imagina- 
tion builds log cabins 
during those brief 
moments. 

Over a period of years 
my fancy has constructed 
a number of these small 
houses in places I know or 
on sites that are invented. 
Some of my better loca- Stott 
tions are on hillsides overlooking sheltered 
bays. Behind and above my invented house is 
a spring-fed stream which I divert into a 
heighboring depression to form a lake 
summer swimming and abounding jin trout.

As it turns I 
dévelop. sufficient electricity from it to give 
me juice for some of the minor amenities, like 
light, heat ahd television.

Basically, however, work on my log cabins 
serves to bring home to me the simplicities of 
living. It is enough, for.my peace of mind, to 
erect the shelters, make them snug and place 
them in a region where I can live on the 
country. The latter is a tall order. I don’t eat 
fish, I've hunted only once in my life and I 
don’t enjoy gardening. However, a goat — and 
T'll learn how to milk it, in a speculative sort 
of way — figures in the subsistence: picture. 

At all events, I find the practice highly 
satisfying. It takes me from the tension- 
forming hustle of modern living and impresses 
upon me the importance of the prime 
essentials. Food and shelter are the ingredi- 
ents of this philosophy. And in the drowsy 
efficiency I acquire, head on pillow, I'm 
competent to provide them. 

Having established my pioneering capabili- 
ties, I-roll over, turn my electric blanket down 
from high to “2” and sink into-slumber. This is 
the way to enjoy the basics of existence, your 


mind firmly fixed on primitive skills of early 
forebearers — who weren’t mine, unfortunate- 
ly — and the physical body nicely surrounded 
by all the luxuries of 1966, with a hot shower 


waiting to bring the individual back to reality . 


in the morning.

We 
can recite the Golden Rule with a fair’ 
understanding of its meaning. 

And when we've taken into consideration all 
the factors which we know would make us the 
kind of people’ we'd like to be, we decide to 
liye accordingly — just so long as there’s no 
discomfort attached to the process, no need for 
extra effort, no painful sacrifice involved. 

If this way of looking at things, of missing 
the target ‘of ideals, worries the odd 
conscientious individual, leaves in him or her a 
small sense of fraud, it shouldn't disturb the 
person's sleep.

UK. Pledges 
More Pressure 
On Rhodesia |

pledged that parliament would| 


not grant Rhodesia legal! inde- 
pendence until the secessionist 
territory's four million, Africans 
had won majority rule. 

In what appeared to be an 
airtight commitment,: P rime 
Minister Harold Wilson ~ told 


parliament today that all pre-| 
vious offers for a compromise | 


solution with Rhodesia were 


now withdrawn. 

His words, 
“elear break with ‘past British 
policy, were greeted with angry 
protest by: the opposition Tory | 
party, which contends there is 
still time to negotiate a settle- 
ment with Prime Minister lan} 
Smith. 


But Wilson ruled out any 
further talks with Smith and 
blamed the illegal. Rhodesian 
regime for breakdown of last- 
minute talks on HMS Tiger. He 
told a questioner in parliament: 


A PRISONER 

“Despite my belief, which not 
all members share, that Mr. 
Smith wanted ‘a settlement on 
the lines of the. Tiger agree- 
ment, it is now clear that he is 
a prisoner of some very. racial- 
ist and fascist-minded people. 
They forbade him to’ enter this 
agreement.” peda 

Wilson's statement followed a 
promise made in September at 
a commonwealth prime miris- 
ter's comference that Britain 
would withdraw all compromise 
offers if Rhodesia failed to take 
steps to restoring legal rule by 
the end of this 


Last week, Britain agreed to 
selective mandatory sanctions 
enforced through the United 
Nations, also in fulfillment of a 
pledge to the commonwealth. 


So prevalent is wariness about 
Prime Minister Wilson that his 
words today were subjected to 
microscopic analysis to see if 
any loopholes were evident. 


For example, in answer toa 
question put by Tory Leader 
Edward Heath, Wilsori said the 
Smith regime could become a 
legal one tomorrow if it negotia- 
ted a return to the 1961 
constitution ‘‘with an end to 
sanctions and with the long- 
term program towards majority 
rule as set out in the 1961 
constitution."’ .

They will be in Victoria for 
three months, however, taking 
a course in obstetrics “to 
‘qualify for B.c. registered 
nurse status. 

* Tammy explains: “Au s-

obstetrics or midwifery is ‘an 
entirely different and special- 
ized subject.” 

It was in Singapore, almost 
four years ago, that Tammy 
decided to take nurse's train- 
ing in Australia. Her father, F. 
V. Hinch, was ‘“‘teaching 
teachers” through an external 
aid program, and had taken 
his wife and family with him. 
At that time, jobs for 
“foreigners” were scarce and 
employment was limited 
(except for technicians) to the 
natives. So Tammy end her 
sister did volunteer welfare 
work, “‘which still made us 
feel a little inadequate.” 

- By chance she met a group 
of young people on leave from 
‘training in Australia who 
persuaded her to take nursing 
in Australia, ‘‘without waiting 
until I reached Canada.”

Hospital in Victoria State that 
Tammy met Kathy and Lyn- 
nette.

It's a Far Cry 

It is a far cry from the boom- 
ing years of 1963-64 when 46- 
apartment buildings were 
completed or started ranging 
from the 10-suite Eulena, 1025 
Pakington Street, to the 
massive Executive House with 
its 125 suites and 32 hotel 
rooms. 

The boom continued at a 
slightly slower pace in 1965 
with 23 apartments completed 
or started in the city. 

What does an apartment 
mean to Victoria in dollars 
and cents? 

The answer isn’t’ easy to 
pinpoint specifically, © 

Much depends on the con 
struction of the apartment 
building and whether it be of 
low-cost. construction or 
whether it can be classified in 
the luxury-suite class. 

But a fair average cost per 
suite in a high-rise is fisted by by 
major contractors as running 
around $10,000 a suite with a 
100-suite apartment costing $1 
million. 

Tax-wise the annual return 
to the city is equally difficult 
to pinpoint because, again due 
to the type of construction 
and finish, assessments will 
vary. 


Tax Payments Heavy 


But a round approximation 
based on a 100-suite’ apart- 
ment would result in tax 
payments of around $28,000 a 
year. 

The city does not keep 
separate track of taxes paid 
by apartment owners, break- 


ing tax payments. down into 
three categories only, resi- 
dential, industrial and com- 
mercial. 

But ‘round-figure estimates 
‘place annual tax payments 
from apartment owners in the 
neighborhood of $500,000—or 
slightly more. 

City treasurer James Bram- 
ley tends to worry when. such 
large sums paid yearly into 
the city treasury are men- 
tioned. 

“You should make it clear 
that we don’t just receive 
those taxes as cream off the 
top,” he said. ‘Every apart- 
ment block built costs the city 
extra money for sewers, 
reads, traffic. control, police 
and fire protection and many 
other services.” 

But even Mr. Bramley 
admits that the high-rise 
hoom, although. sluggish 
during the past 12 months, 
has made the city a more 
attractive and better place to 
live. 

He hopes that 1967 will see 
an easing of the tight money 
situation and resurgence of 
that stream of hard prairie 
cash flowing across the Strait 
to change the face of Victoria 
ever more.
